Applicant's arguments that claim 29 is directed to a method of preparation and that the 
photosensitizer is dissolved in at least one carrier agent in liquid and wherein one solid support 
not soluble in said carrier agent and that lactose in the reference is soluble are not found to be 
persuasive. According to the specification (page 56), the photosensitizer is a hydrophobic drug 
and the lipid and the drug are dissolved in methylene dichloride. Since lactose taught by the 
reference is insoluble in this carrier liquid, the reference still is a 102 reference. Furthermore, 
page 8 of the specification appear to recite sugars as solid supports.
